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The iatercourse between the United States and Brazil 
being extensive, and the merchant deriving many advan- 
tages from a perfect knowledge of the commercial for- 
malities ,of the ports with which he trades, we have pre- 
pared, for the information of our friends, the following 
sheets, detailing the port regulations, the custom-house 

proceedings, and the modes and rules of business at this 
place, to which we have added some brief remarks upon 
its imports and exports, annexing proforma sales and in- 
voices, and numerous tables, exhibiting the results of the 
various mercantile transactions.

ENTERING THE PORT. 

Vessels are at liberty to enter the port at any period of the day 
or night. They are required to pass within hail of the fort Santa 
Cms, situated at the mouth of the harbour, and on the right hand in 
entering; whence sundry questions are put to them. At night they 
will be directed to hoist a light at the mainmast-head, which must be 
kept up all night. But they are not expected to heave to, or to 
check their way, and, passing fort Lage, which stands upon an insu- 
lated rock a short distance further in the harbour, on the left, they 
must proceed about two miles up to fort Villegagnon, situated upon 
% bed of rocks, o|F the lower extremity of the city. 

All foreign merchant vessels must anchor between a line drawn 
from this fort to the church of Boa Viagem, bccupying a promontory 
on the right, and another drawn from the military arsenal, or lower 
extremity of the city, to the small fort of Gravata upon the opposite 
shore. If they pass above the more northern of these lines, they will 
be brought to by one or more guns, and subjected to a pecuniary 

penalty. 

Upon anchoring they will receive the usual visits of the health, 
fort, and custom-housQ boats. The first boat wears a red pennant, 
the health and custom-house boats the national flagj and the master 
must take care to allow no other boats but these to go alonj^side or 
to board him, or he will be subject to a fine of rs. 100.000 for each 
TOch boat, and rs. 50.000 for each person in such boat. By the cus- 
tom-house boat the master will be required to give up the manifests, 
mnd to make a declaration whether he intends to enter ** in full," or 
" in iranquia;" and as every advantage is secured, and none lost, by 
2» 
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reportiD|r for entry *' in franquiai" we shoold adTiee that it be done iir 
all caws, antil he can commanicate with bifl consignee. By this 
boat he will also be required to j^i^e up all small packafpes not en- 
tered upon the manifest, (and passengers may be required to give up 
their baggage, which they are at liberty to* accompany;) and he will 
receiTO the regulations of the fort, printed in Portugese, French, and 
English, to which he should pay the strictest attention, as they are 
rigidly enforced, and the most trifling deviation will subject him to 
heavy penalties. Neither the master nor his passengers are allowed 
to leave the vessel before receiving the custom-house visit, unless it 
be upon the most urgent business, when permission must be had from 
the guard-boat of the anchorage. 



Abstract of a Decree of the 22d June, 1836, embracing 

PORT AND CUSTOM HOUSE REGULATIONS. 

Ths master of every merchant vessel which shall enter any port 
of the empire, where there is a custom-house, besides observing the 
local regulations of the respective ports, must proceed with his vessel 
directly to the Franquia anchorage, unless forced by stress of weather, 
contrary winds, or some other just motive, to anchor before arriving 
there; and if he remain anchored elsewhere (except in case of quar^ 
antine) twelve hours after the causes which forced him eo to anchor 
shall have ceased, he shall be subject to the penalty of rs. 100.000, 
and be compelled, by the fort or the nearest vessel of war, to pro* 
ceed immediately to the Franquia anchorage. 

He shall not permit any boat to make fast alongside, nor suffer any 
person whatever to come on board or leave his vessel before receiv- 
ing the custom-house visit, except the health boat, (and the boat of 
the pilot or ''Patrao-mor," should there be one;) or in case of ship- 
wreck, or personal danger. And for every boat so making fast he 
shall be subject to a penalty of rs. 100.000 to 200.000, and for every 
person boarding or leaving his vessel he shall be subject to a penalty 
of 50.000, and the person so offending shall likewise pay 50.000, and 
be detained in custody until the fine is paid. 

He shall not permit, even after having received his custom-house 
visit, until his vessel shall be entirely discharged, and he shall have 
received his visit ^ discharge^ any person to go on board his vessel,

without leaTe of the inspector, under pain of a fine of 50.000 for 
oaeh person so offen<tin|r. 

He ahail present to the Guarda-mor, on receiving the enstom- 
house Tisit, his clearance and cargo-book or manifest. 

He shall make entrf at the custom-bouse within twenty-four hours 
&fter his arrival, and, presenting himself to the inspector, make oath 
or affirm io the truth of such declarations as the manifest may ooii» 
lain, or of such as be may then have to make, which Will be-reoeived 
ftnd treated with the consideration they may meiiL The neglect to 
make entry within the time named will subject a vessel to a fine of 
100.000. 

He shall not delay his Tossel in any of the anchorages twenty-four 
hours, after being notified to remove by the Guarda-nioror hisrepr^ 
eentative, under a penalty of 100.000 for each day's delay. 

He duM tee that no merehandiae is di$eharged from his vessel withtmt 
AevniUen order qf ihe-insfeetor of the aMtem-AoMse amd the attendtmee 
cfa eustom'house officer, WLsm he will bk subject to a fine amount* 

INO TO THE FULL VALUE OF THE GOODS, AND 100.000 FOR EACH PACK- 
AGE. 

He shall, within twentj-four hours after having completed the dis- 
charge of his caigo, give notice thereof to the *' clerk of entry and 
discharge;" or, neglecting to do so, he shall be subject to a fine of 
100.000, and any goods found on board shall be seized, and the m«^ 
ter fined one. half of their value. 

The master of every vessel bound for a port in the Brasils, shall 
bring two copies of his manifest, which shall contain the name of the 
vessel; her class, tonnage, nation ; where belonging; name and sig- 
nature of the captain ; port at which the cargo was laden ;■ port or 
ports of the empke to which bound ; consignee of Tessel ; number of 
packages; marks, counter marks, and number of each package; 
the quantity of merchandise in bulk ; by whom shipped ; to whom 
consigned; list of provinons on board for the use of the vessel; the 
whole to be written in extenso, except the raaiks and numbers of the 
pachagesk 

When a vessel has received cargo in more than one port, the ma** 
ter shall bring a manifest from each port. 

At the end of the manifest the master shall deelare the number of 
cabin and steerage passengers, and the bsggage for the particular use 
of each ; and shall make all other declarations he may judge neces- 
iary for his ascurity and good fiiith ; and he may state that bis mani- 
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ftft doet not conform with his-cargo, juttifjine the eaiMO of dlminti- 
tion or excess, under the certainty that nothing he may afterwards 
•liege will release him from his responsibility. (Thie most be done 
when entiy is made.) 

The master of every Tessel bound to this empire, npon completing 
his cargo in the port or ports whence he may sail, and making his 
«MaiieBts in the form prescribed, shall present them to the Brazilian 
Qonsul resident at such port, or to his agent, to be authenticated, in 
can they shall contain the declarations and fbrmalities required by 
these regulations. The consul will return the manifests to the- mas- 
ter ; one open, and the other under cover to the inspector of the cos- 
tom-house of the port to which the vessel may be bound. If \ht 
UMiiir sftflU ofWfl ^h/A copy of the manifitt u^ich is handed to Attn imder 
cover, he toiU be subjected to a fine of from 100.000 to 1.000.000, tU the 
dwef efion of the inspector, 

. In the ports where there are no Brazilian consols, nor theif agents, 
the manifests shall be 4iuthenticated by two Braailian merchants 
there nsident->in case no Brazilian merchants shall reside there, 
then by two merchants of the country. Their signatures in both 
eases to be recognized by the proper local authorities. 

If it shall be proved that a vessel has brought a greater quantity of 
merchandise than contained in her manifbst, and in the declaration 
«iade by the master at the time of entry, the excess shall be seized 
and divided among the captors, and Uu master subjected torn jiensffy-qf 
ha^the vaku qf the goods seised, r 

Or if there shall be found a less quantity than that contained in the 
manifest, and in the declaration made by the master, as supposed to 
he missing, the master fkaiX pa^ to the in/ormsnt the value ef the goods 
fnmd short, and to the national treasury one half of theit vahu. Ves- 
sels in ballast are required to bring manifests in the aameferm as if 
they had cargo on board. 

Any master who shall not bring his manifest in the ferm hereby re- 
quired, shall pay a fine, at the discretion of the inspector, proportion- 
ate to the extent of informality. Afler paying the fine he shsil be 
permitted to discharge. In case one copy only of ihe manifeat be 
brought, the vessel shall be fined 50.000. 

If the master shall bring no manifest, the vessel shall he admitted 
to an entry upon his paying 4.000 per ton of the vessel^ measure- 
ment. 

The ^tessehi shall be held liable for the penalties impofledon tiie 
master by these regulations. * 
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That the maiten and ownera of Tesseki coming from foraaga ports, 
«nd flhippers by them may be informed of the liabilities incttrrad un* 
•der these regalations, the -Brazilian eonsals, or vice conscds, shall 
cause them- to be published at the ports where they reside>and tnms* 
mit immediately to the inspecteis of the castom^houses of this Mi- 
pire two eopies thereof. 

All vessels which shall leave any port one month after the {nibli-. 
cation of these regulations shall be subject thereto. 

The consuls or vice consuls who shall not comply with these lego- 
lations shall be snbject to a fine, for the first offence, of lOO.CMM^ to 
500||Opo ; and removal from office in case of lecurrence. 

Any vessel landing, at a port where there is no coBtom-boose, fi»iw 
eign merchandise which has not paid duties, shall be seized with her 
cargo, sent to the inspector of the nearest custom-house, sold at pub- 
lic auction, and the proceeds given to the authority making the seic- 

Merchandise which shall have been so landed shall be seised wher* 
«ver found. 

A vessel iprced by stress of weather or other circumstances into a 
port where there is no custoq^house, may, upon establishing such.ne«> 
eessity to the satisfaction of the authorities, and by their consent, 
fliake such repairs and take in such supplies as required, paying the 
usuallmposts and duties. 

When necessary to repair, the vessel may discharge the whole era 
part of her cargo at a port where there is no custom-house, under 
the permission and direction of tlie local authorities, observing the 
same forms as where ther.e are custom-houses ^ but she shall not dis- 
pose'of any part of her cargo. . 



CUSTOM HOUSE ENTRT. 

Th^rk are twe tnodes of entry, in JuH and in frgnquiaj an entry 
*« in full" is for the discharge of the whole cargo, and after the entry 
is once made, should the vessel wish to proceed with her cargo, the 
transit duty of SI per cent, will be exacted. 

A " ftanquia entry" is made for the discbarge of aiiy part or none 
of the cargo, with liberty to proceed, paying duties only on such part 
«s may be discharged. 

Merchandise may b#entered for consumption or for exportation^ 
2* 
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in the latter caae it must remain in the cofltom-hoine storea antil re- 
ahipped. 

In every case a manifest of the cargo is re(|aired by the cattom- 
hooae boati after which, if the vessel be entered '* in JuU/' she pro- 
ceeds np the harboor above the island of Ujbras; but, if entered ^' in 
franquiaf" she can proceed only to the anchorage below the same 
island. 

Any vessel cleared for one Brazilian port, Without mention of other 
destination, is compelled to enter " in fuW* at that port, and to pay 
duties upon the whole cargo, thus losing all the advantage of "^on- 
futa" entry. We consequently recommend that any vessel coming 
lo this port should be cleared for " Rio and a market,^* or '* Brasil 
and a market ;*' and that this be clearly stated both in the manifest 
and in the clearance. 

Foreign vessisls are excluded from the coasting trade : they are not 
permitted to transport the produce of the country from one to ano- 
ther Brasilian port ; and foreign articles which have paid full duties 
at one port, if transported by a foreign vessel to a second port in Bra- 
sil, are again subject to full duties ; but they may be thue shipped by 
Brasilian vessels accompanied by a custom-house certificate, (carta 
de Geua,) paying U per cent. 

Foreign vessels discharging any part of their cargoes at one Bra- 
silian port, and proceeding to a second, should take a custom-house 
certificate upon their manifests, from the first port, setting forth the 
articles discharged there ; and Ehould they receive cargo at one port, 
and proceed to another, the usual custom-house despatch will be re- 
quired at the second port. 



DISCHARGING CARGO. 

Vessels are permitted to discharge at the custom-house pier ; but, 
as only three can discharge there at one time, many would have to 
wait their turn for months— this pier is consequently almost ezcla- 
sively used for vessels laden with dry goods. 

All others discharge at their moorings in the harbour, by means of 
lighters, conveying from five to six hundred barrels, delivering one 
load and charging eight milreis per day. 

A permit to discharge being obtained, an ofiicer attends on board, 
whose duty it ii; to superintend the dischargei and accompany the 
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lighter to the ctuftom-hoase wharf, when, the proper despatch heiag 
made and the daties secured, the goods are at the dvposal of the mer- 
ohant, if not dry goods. 

All dry goods are passed into the castom-hoase, where the pack- 
ages are opened to ascertain their quantities and qualities, upon 
which to estimate the -duties. 

](f mty goods are pvi over the sidi of « vestelf mthout a wriUen order 
from the inspector of the cvatom-hovae^ and the attendance nf an officer^ 
the goods are subject to stixure, and the vesset to a fine- " of the value of 
the goods, and 100||000 for each package. 

All merchandise on freight to this place roust be delivered at any 
trapiche (public warehouse binding on the water) designated by the 
consignee — no contract to the contrary ; and the vessel must furnish 
hands to sling the articles to the trapiche crane, when her responsi* 
bility ends, the articled being considered as delivered. 

When a vessel is entirely discharged, whether entered in full or in 
franquia, the master is required to wait upon the Guarda-mor, and 
report his vessel ready for a visit ; she is then visited by the custom- 
house boat, and after an examination to ascertain that nothing but 
necessary stores remain on board, the vessel is exempt from any fur- 
ther custom-house restraint, and is ordered to the loading ground. 



RECEIVING CARGO. 

A VESSEL having discharged all her outward cargo, (as stated under 
the head of discharging cargo,) she is then at liberty to receive re- 
turn cargo, without the attendance of any officer or guard. 

A vessel in franquia, having outward cargo on board, is at liberty 
to take in cargo, whether she has or has not made any discharge. 

All merchandise is shipped from some one of the custom-house 
stores, and the export duties secured previously to its embarcation. 

Cargo is received by means of the lighters heretofore mentioned ; 
they are supplied by the vessels, which must likewise furnish hands 
to stow the articles as delivered. When received into the lighter 
they are considered at the vessel's risk. 

Afler a lighter is loaded the despatch will be delivered to the per- 
son in charge, who must proceed with the lighter directly to the ves- 
sel, not permitting any boat to come alongside, under pain of a fine of 
20|i000 for each such boat. 
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The nMUter or affiur in eharge of the vested, ai aocn at the good$ tkall 
he received on hoard, it required to write upon the despatch ** Received^'*'' 
and sign lus namcj when he must take it immediaielji on board the guard* 
hoai, and deliver it to the officer cotmnanding the anchorage, •Any o^p- 
tmn who shaU himself or throv^h his officer n^lect to do so, will he fined 
for each such omission a sum ^equivalent to the duties vtonthk 

GOODS accompanied BT THE DESPATCH. 

Reoei}>tfl are giYen for these de8{>atches bj the officer in diaige of 
the goard-boftt, which must be carefaUj preeerved for the veMel's 
eeteuritj. , 



CLEARANCE FROM PORT. 

Two days previously to the iotended day for sailing the master of 
the vessel must call at the consulate, and obtain certificates of re- 
quired furm^ setting forth the nationality and legality of the vessel, 
the port to which she belongs, tlie number of guns and men' with 
which she entered the port, and a list of her outward crew, increased 
or decreased as it may be, to which the master makes oath. These 
documents are sent by the consignee to the marine department, and 
the following day a bill of port charges and a pass for the fort will be 
received. 

All the cargoybeing on board, and the various despatches or per- 
mits therefor having been properly deiltered, as described under the 
head of " Riaceiving Cargo," a clearance will be given. This clear- 
ance, together with the pass for the fort received from the marine 
department, must be taken to fort Villegagnon the evening previous 
to sailing. 

In the morning, as the vessel passes out, she will be boarded from 
the fort, and the boarding officer will require to see her clearance and 
a certified copy of her crew-list, (which will be received at the con- 
sulate when the master takes his papers,) by which the crew will bo 
ezammed, to ascertain that no one is leaving the port who fs not at- 
tached to the vessel ; after which the master will be instructed to 
pass within hail of Santa Cruz, where he will give' the pass- word de- 
livered to him by the boarding officer. After' the visit from the fort 
is received, no boat must be permitted to go alongside, as, in sunh 
cade, the vessel must be stopped to be revisited. All passengers are 
required to furnish themselves with passports from the authorities of 
He country, otherwise they will not^ be permitted to leave the port. 
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MODES OF BUSINESS. 

9*HB daties are genenitlj paid in cftsh, bat a credit of three and 
six months may be obtained by g\v\ng satisfactory security. In such 
cases the interest is exacted, and hence a credit offers little or no ad- 
vantage. 

'With regard to imports, it is unnecessary to remark that sales are 
made here, as elsewhere, for better or for worse price, for cash or on 
creditjas the article may be in more or less demand. 

When sales are made for cash, the money is seldom received for 
several weeks ; it is conceived even iodecorous to ask for it imme- 
diately upon ' the delivery of the article, and it is never done unless 
the purchase- be of doubtful credit. 

Credit sales generally remain open accounts, and when due are too 
often paid in such irregular instalments as suit the purchaser's con- 
venience. When obligations are given, they consist of the drafts of 
the seller accepted by the purchaser. 

Produce of the country is always sold for cash. It frequently oc- 
curs that part of the money is paid upon concluding the purchase, 
and in all cases the whole is paid immediately afler the article is re- 
ceived. 

On funds remaining in hand interest is never allowed ; on the eon« 
trary it is objeotionable to hold them. Every merchant keeping his 
money in his own house incurs a. risk to which he is not subject, 
where depositee can be made in public institutions. 



CURRENCY. 

Accounts are kept indecimals, denominated milreis and reis, which, 
estimating the milrea at a dollar, corresponds to dollars and mills of 
the United States : hence from any amount of reis, three figures on 
the right hand being struck off, the remaining figures represent the 
milreis, ^nd those struck off the reis, vie. I [{000. 

The currenoy bf this country is government paper, denominated 
'* Cedulas Geraes," which circulates throughout the empire ; and 
copper, coined in pieces of 10, ^0, and 40 reis. The latter a legal 
tender to the extent of 1,000 reis only. 

The following table gives the relative values in our currency — 
when at par — of the various gold and silver coins, national and for- 
eign, at which they are made rooeivable at all publie offices.

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CUSTOM HOUSE VALUATIONS 

UPON WHICH DUTIES ARE ESTIMATED. 

The duty and eostoin-hoase ohtrgei on all foreign merohandiie, 
except wines, flpirituous liqnoni, tea, and ganpowder, throughout 
the empire of Bratil, amount to 20 per cent. 

Wines and spiritoons liquors (except those the produce of Great 
Britain or her possessions, which pay only SO per cent, until the ex- 
piration of her treaty in NoTember, 1842,) pay 5SI per cent. Tea 
pays 35 p. ct. and gunpowder 65. The duties are estimated upon the 
fixed valuations as shown by the table at foot; but there beinig pome 
articles not embraced by the custom-house valuations, the importer 
of such articles is allowed to place his own valuation upon them; and 
if this be considered too low, the custom-house is at liberty to take 
them, paying him an advance of 10 per cent, thereon.

In former years inferior floqr eonid never be sold to adYantage in 
this'market; bat during the extensive iAtrodaction of European floor, 
a large part of which was of poor quality, our bakers became aocos- 
tomed to the use of an inferior article; and they are not now unwill- 
ing to purchase in moderate quantity, and at a fair difference of price, 
the western descriptions. 

There still exist some prejudices in favour of particular brands, 
bat aa all flour is usually tried by the bakers, who bake a few bar- 
rels preriously to purchasing to any ezleni, each cargo acqoires a 
character from its own qualities. 

Flour from the United States sometimes arrivM hera caked, soar, 
or musty. From whatever cause this may arise, it is a snbjeet whioh 
deserves attentive consideration. 

Ckrgees of floor sent to this port s|iould contain a few hundred half 
barrels, as they will generally eommand something more than whole 
barrels, when sold for consumption. They are jreqoired for the inte- 
rior, whither the only means of transportation is on mules.

Brown shirtings and Bheeiinga are an article of large and increas- 
ing consamption; thej sboald be from 28 to 34 inches wides the duty 
on greater widths being more than equivalent to any advantage in 
price. American cottons are preferred in this market to the British, 
bat the latter being of very inferior qaality, oon be famished lower, 
and on this accoant interfere very mach with the sales of the former. 

Stout brown and bleached drillingSi blue drillings, derries, shirting 
stripes, and Osnaburgs are all favorite articles in this market; but they 
must not be sent of inferior qaality. Of the blue drillings none but 
those of ^'indigo dye*' should be sent. 

Denims are not adapted to this market. 

We would suggest the propriety of greater attention to the packing 
of cottons. The English goods are much better protected, and are 
consequently lees exposed to slight damage. 

In preparmg invoices of merchandise, usually sold by weight or 
measure, care should be taken that they contain a minute declaration 
of the contents of each package: otherwise the packages will be open- 
ed at our custom house and the sale thereby injured. Invoices of dry 
goods should contain a specification of the number, the pieees and the 
yards of each bale or case. 

We annex such an assortmentas we should recommend in the ship* 
ment of domestics to this place.

DUTIES ON. EXPORTS, 

The daties on all artidea of export are estimated upon a weekly 
tariff, based upon the prices of the preceding week. Coffee pays 11 
per cent, upon 161 lb. per sack. Tobacco 12 per cent. Rio Grande 
Hides 2 per cent. Rirer Plate Hides, a transit duty, S\ per cent. 
Sugar and all other articles not enumerated pay 7 per cent. 

In the calculation of the cost of produce on board and in our pro- 
forma invoices we are obliged to assume the cost as the taluation 
upon which to estimate the duty, hence our tablte will not show the 
exact, but an approximate, cost on board. 
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COFFEE. 

CbPFEB is gathered fix>m February to Aa|rust and comee to market 
throaghoat the year^ though in greater abundance and better quality 
firom July to Deceoiber. It is purchased from the planters by n class 
of traders, who pack it in bags containing, without yariation, five 
arrobes, or one hundred and sixty pounds Portuguese, and by whom 
it is sold to the shippers. Full confidence is placed in the weight, as 
firauds have scarce ever beei[i detected; where however; any doubt 
may ezkt, some bags are reweighed upon deliyery. Tbe custom 
hodso, officers estimate the export duty upon the ^tablished weight 
without reweighing. . ^ 

Coffee is sold per sample, is examined when receiTed, and that 
rejected which is not equal in quality to the sample. All coffee is 
shipped firom a branch of the qustom-hbuse, called the consulado, it 
is there despatched and the export duty paid previoasly to its em- 
barcation. . f -, . .

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SUGAR. 

CampoBi aanall port a few degrees to the northward of thisv-famiflhes 
aonually a large quantity of sugars. Campos not being a port of 
entry, nor having sufficient water for large vessels, those sugars are 
shipped to this place from October to March, in coasting vessels; they 
are packed in boxes containing from 1200 to 2000 pounds, and are 
deposited here in public trapicbes, when their qualities, of which 
there axe two whites and one Muscovado, thus designated, 

lUdondo, BalidOi Muscevado, 

are determiiied by public inspectors, who mark the boxes and make 
report, both of quality and quantity, to the custom-house and to the 
trapixeiro (officer of the trapixe.) When they remain^ a long time 
in the trapixe, they become moist and lose' their grain; they likewise 
suffer a loss in weight, but no allowance is made therefoi; the pur- 
chaser must receive them, and the export duty must be paid, agreea- 
bly to the inspector's returns. 

These sugars are sold by sample, and each box is examined previous 
to being received; they are shipped from the various trapicbes in 
which they are deposited. The export duty being paid, a permit is 
given for their embarcation. 

There is another quality of sugar, termed **Terra Sugar,'' made in 
the neighborhood of this city. In quality it is nearly equal to Campos, 
the difference in price being seldom or never more than one hundred 
reis per arrobe; it is packed both in boxes and bags; in the latter case, 
it is principally used for the consumption of this city. 

Santos, the seaport of the province of St. Pauls, formerly furnished 
a considerable quantity of sugar to this market; but the bulk of the 
crop is now exported directly thence. There are three denomina- 
tions of Santos sugar: Fino, Redondo and Muscovado; but the latter is 
now very rarely brought to market. Santos being a small market, 
all orders, for the purchase of sugar there, should be given through 
this place; and vessels should be sent here to await the advice of 
purchase. 

Santos has no foreign exchange; and where it is required to place 
funds there by sterling, the exchange must be made here.

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HIDES. 

The best hides are received from Rio Grande, and Rio de la Plata; 
there are however some received from other ports on the coast, and 
some produced from cattle slaughtered in this city and the surround- 
ing neighbourhood. The latter are generally light and thin, and are 
called "country hides," by way of distinction from those of Rio 
Grande and Rio de la Plata. All hides are received into public tra- 
pizes, and are there inspected and weighed. Those which are sound 
are called l^mpas (clean;) those which are injured, by worms or 
otherwise, are called Refuges (refuse.) The trapixeiro makes a re- 
tofD to the custom-house of the quantity, quality, and weight of each 
parcel, upon which the export duty is assessed, and he gives a corre- 
sponding certificate to t^e owners of the hides, hy which certificate 
they are sold and delivered to the purchaser. No allowance is ever 
made fi>r the loss of weight, which they must, necessarily, sustain as 
they become drier. In quality they seldom suffer in the trapixes, 
as the strietest attention is paid to preserve ffaem from injury.
